Operation Rates Increase. 

The judgment states that the rail- 
ways, during the hearing of the ap- 
Plication, filed statements showing 
their financial condition for some 
years past. Though all showed sub-} 
stantial increases in business, in op- 
erating ratios, (the number of cents 
which a railway must expend in order 
to earn one dollar), showed that in 
practically all cases with the excep- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway 
it was costing as much or more to 
operate them than they were receiv- | 
ing. The statement of the Canadian 
Pacific showed that the operating 
ratio had risen from 63,87 in 1916 to 
$7.58 in the first six months of 1920. 
li a report for the month of July 
filed with the board, this ratio had 
advanced to 91.43, The operating 
ratio on the Grand Trunk for the first 
six months of the present year, says 
the judgment, was 99.97 and for the 
Canadian National 117.61 for the 12 
months ending May 31, 1920. Ac- 
cording to estimates filed with the 
board, the result for 1920 on ths Can- | 
adian National, if increased wages, 
were granted and no increase was!

ROME, Sept. 8.—The pope

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Mrs. MacSwiney | 


on leaving Brixton prison this eyen- 
ing after visiting her husband, the 
lord mayor of Cork, said that twice 
this afternoon the attending phy- 
sicians had warned her not to speak 
to her husband, as he was “living o 
his vitality.” She added that the 

ayor suffered from giddiness this 
afterfoon. 

Friends of the lord mayor, his wife 
said, were much encouraged at the 
presence of the premier, Lloyd George 
in Engiand, he having returned from 
Lucerne yesterday, and haped that 
something might ensue favoring the 


Irish prisoner. 
Calls it Blunder. 

Ex-Premier Acquith, answering an 
appeal from John Howard White- 
house, former Liberal member of the 
house of commons, for his interven- 
tion in behalf of MacSwiney, sald: 

“I think the decision to allow the 
lord mayor of Cork to die in prison 
blunder of the first 
magnitude. I would gladly intervene 
if any appeal of mine could lead even 
mow to wis¢r counsels prevailing, but 
I fear that the latest deciaration of 
the ministers precludes any such 
hope.” 

Father Dominic, on leaving the pri- 
son late tonight, also reported that 
MacSwiney's condition was much the 
same. Like Mrs. MacSwiney, the 
priest reported that the prisoner had 
experienced spells of dizziness during 
ithe course of the evening, but said 
he had not lost consciousness. 

Offers Himself as Hostage.

TOBACCO AND 
CORN CROPS IN 
U.S. ARECORD 


Forecasts Generally in Govern- 


ment Reports Higher Than 
a Month Ago 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—-The great- 
est corn crop in the history of the 
United States is in prospect for this 
year’s harvest. Forecast of produc- 
tion based on September 1st, condi- 
tions was placed at 3,131,000,000 
bushels today by the department of 
agriculture. Such a yield would ex- 
ceed by six million bushels thexpro- 
vious largest crop on record, which 
was in 1912. <A crop of even larger 
proportions will be harvested if 
frosts hold off until late and permit 
maturity of much late corn now rat- 
ed as of doubtful promise. 

Tobacco also is a record crop this 


year. Forecast of production places 
the year’s crop at  1,558,000,000 
pounds, 


August growing conditions proved 


highly beneficial to most of the im-’ 


portant crops and as a result pro- 
duction forecasts generally were high- 
er in today’s government report than 
the forecasts of a month ago. 

Corn improved to the extent of 
128.000,000 bushels; oats, 40,000,000 
bushels; white potatoes, 11,000,000 
bushels; tobacco, 10.0060,000 pounds, 
and apples, 10,000,000 bushels. Spring 
wheat, however, suffered a loss of 
25.000,000 bushels because of drought 
and flax 2,500,000 bushels from the 
same cause,

Sleigh Dogs Are Not Outlaws 

The popular conception that the 
igleigh dog is a savage animal, half 
‘wolf and thalf dog, ie exploded by 
Mr. Walters, who states that as a gen- 
eral rule that the dogs are a spirit- 
less, cowardly breed, but of a sulky 
disposition, and not very prone to the 
exchange of the amenities such ae pass 
between the city owner and his canine 
friend. G 

The uses of the dog in the north 
country are manifold, but, of course, 
it is principally as a team animal that 
he is of the greatest value, aithough 
the Indians employ him for all man- 
ner of work and during the summer 
utilizes them to pack loads on their 
‘backs, when moving from one camp 
to another, the weight which the emall 
animals carry over long distances be- 
ing surprising. 

At the posts they are also used for 
hauling small wagons in which are 
‘brought in the water ang wood, but 
in general the dogs have a pretty 
easy timo during. the open season and 
are left much to their own devices; 
those of the Indians being allowed 
to shift for themselves and not re- 
ceiving much attention or food. 

The dogs owned by the traders and 
the police are fed on the usual diet 
of fish throughout the summer

months, but are allowed to run at 
large, except in the case of the Hay 
river post ‘where they are ‘kept ina 
corral, 

During the winter, in addition to 
jthe never ending tasks of hauling the 
|sleighs, and maintaing the slim com- 
jnection with the outside world, they 
perform the various tasks alotted to 
other and larger beasts of burden 
further south. 

Mr, Walters has a very interesting 
series of photographs in this connec- 
tion, some of the pictures showing the 
dogs hauling logs for firewood and 
building purposes, in addition to 
bringing in the infrequent mail and 
hauling loads of furs and other com- 
modities, 

Dogs Freight a Schooner 

One of these photos is of particu- 
lar fiterest, showing the gasolene 
which carries the mail being hauled 
over the ice by a team of twenty- 
nine dogs. ‘The vessel in question was 
making the last trip north dor the sea- 
son (but was unfortunate in being 
caught in the ice, and in order to 
reach open water some fifteen miles 
down the river, she had to be hauled 
up on the ice, loaded on an improvised 
sleigh and then ‘hauled by the dogs 
to the running atream. 

Another of Mr. Walter's pictures 
shows a team of four dogs hauling 
a good sized log loaded on a emall 
sleigh, through the bush, in the most 
approved lumberman's fashion, tae 
dogs ‘bent to their work, and pulliag 
thef last pound. 

“Breaking Dogs” Not Difficult 

The breaking of the canines is ap- 
parently not a difficult matter and 
after they have been run in harn¢ss 
three or four times are considered as 
“gentled.”’ The Indians do mot shine 
particularly at this, neither as drivers 
and whereas the average white man 
“runs’’ ‘this dogs, the native son likes 
to wrap in a blanket, curl up in the 
cariole, and in general allow the dogs 
to set their own pace and direction. 

The Indian when on a long journey 
does not use the same tried out plans 
as the white man; he camps at any 
old time that suits his fancy, and 
his journeyings are of decidedly hap- 
py-go-lucky nature. 

Two or three whitefish per day con- 
stitute the canine menu, these ueu- 
ally being fed to the dogs at the last 
camp during the day's run. 

On @ long journey thirty-five miles 
a day is considered good travelling, 
but the mounted police while on pa - 
rol duty sometimes average forty 
to forty-five miles, the load per dog 
running to about one hundred puunds 
for each animal, 

When the trail is unbroken the pace 
is of necessity slower, and the dogs 
accomodate their speed with a very 
fine degree of nicety to that of the 
!man on the snow 6hoes ahead; jn fact 
the slower the pace, the more agreec- 
able to the team. 

When travelling during cold weath- 
er three or more stops are made dur- 
ing the day to rest the dogs and al- 
low the humans to make hot tea or 
coffee. 

After breakfast a rum is made for 
about three hours, followed by an 
hour's rest. Another rest and kettle 
doiling comes at about 2 p.m., then 
the dogs “mush” on until towards eve- 
|ning a good camping ground is lo- 


| cated, 
Canines Like Comfort 

Dogs appear to travel better at 
night, says Mr. Walters, but whether 
this is due to a delusion on the part 
}of the dogs that every bend in the 
river they reach is to be their camp- 
jing ground, or whether it is puiely 
| fancy, the man from the north was not 
| prepared to say, When the camp is 
|made the dogs receive their fish sup- 
|per, and afier the “‘musher’ is as!:ep 
will creep up and endeavor to obtain 
;}some warmth from the elumbering 
one’s Diankets, but if ofthe real

, therein. 
| The dogs are never tied up at night 
and make mo endeavor to get away, 
even though they are ill-treated and 
unnecessarily beaten as ig often the 
case with their Indian masters. In 
this respect though it must be men- 
tioned that they do not respond to 
kindness and are not of an apprecia- 
tive disposition, 
| Instead of the “Gee” and “Haw” of 
the equine drivers, right and left to 
the teams of the narth country are 
denoted ‘by ‘Hee’ and “Sha” which 
the dogs know and respond to, like- 
wise when addressed as “white,” 
“Lion” or “Spotty” understand their 
names and pull lustily on the traces 
to avoid the stinging lash of the driy- 
;er's whip. 
| Contrary to the theories of the high-

Extent of Disaster in Italy Is 
Growing as Belated Reports 
Come in 


Rome, Sept. 8.—Scores of lives are 
believed to have been lost tn the dia- 
trict north of Florence which was 
severely shaken by an earthquake ves- 
terday morning. Ae reports from the 
striken region came in over the fal- 
tering telegraph lines, the extent of 
the disaster seeme to be growing and 
there 's a possibility the damage done 
may be much more serious than was 
jot first belleved. The territory violent- 
ly disturbed seems to be lozenge 
}shaped with Florence at the Southern 
japex and Miodena at the Northern 
end. It extends along the Pturian 
coast and runs over the Appenines 
eastward for upwards of 100 miles. In 
thie disirigs there are many populoue 
|towns and no tidings have been re- 
ce'ved frorr many of them. There is 
levery Indication that the shock was 
}@ severe one. and reports from cities 
in the earthquake zone show thet 
bulldings crumbled beneath the etrain 
of the convulsion of the earth. 

At Fivizzano, a town of 10,000 in- 
habitants near Carrara, almost every 
| build’ng was damaged and many com- 
pletely destroyed. Among the col- 
lapsed structures is the pogt office, in 
jthe ruins of which is the entire staff. 
|Sollera, in the province of Massa 
|Marittimma and Monti, nearby, were 
apparently destroyed. Rivesano, Forn{ 
and Montignoro are reported in ruine 
|while in Marina and Carrara many 
|structures have collapsed, At Viareg- 
|gio the cathedral of St. Paul was de- 
|etroyed and at Castle Franco di Sotto 
the ceiling of a church was shattered. 

Panic prevails at Lucea as a result 
of the cataclysm and from Gavinana 
and: L'mestre come reports of lives be- 
ing lost. At Villa Franca, in Luni- 
giana, an entire family was buried in 
the ruins of their home, Serious dam- 
age was done in the Frignano dietrict 
where houses collapsed and at Frae- 
sinero, where a number of houses fell, 
Pievepelago and Sant Andre were se- 
verely damnaged but the number of 
victims has not been ascertained.

The 35 and 40 per cent increase 
jn railway freight rates and 20 per 
cent increase in passenger rates, 
just announced is as important 
and as far reaching as a like in- 
crease in the customs tariff would 
be. It is expected to increase the 
revenues of the railways by at 
least 100 millions a year. Not so 
long ago 100 millions represented 
the national revenues from all 
sources, including customs duties. 

It is a somewhat tremarkable 
development in government that 
while a tariff increase is only 
made on the full responsibility of 
parliament, the railway rate in- 
crease is made by @ commission Ire- | 
sponsible only to the conscience of 
its members. Whether this is a 
satisfactory condition or not, it 1s 
a fact that such far reaching ac- 
tion as has now been taken by the 
commission was not contemplated 
when it was established. Its 
primary purpose was the protec- 
tion of the rights of the individual 
citizen against trespass by the

be seen. But there is no question 
that the value to the producer is 
reduced by the increased cost of

How far reaching all these in- 
creases in cost of basic articles of 
consumption and export will be 
cannet yet be foretold, but it is 
safe to say that the actual in- 
crease of revenue to the railways 
will be their least important re- 
sult.

On lighter articles the 
consumer will be lucky if he gets 
off with only the actual increase 
in‘*freight. 

It is possible that the increased 
costs of production and consump- 
tion imposed by these rate in- 
creases may be absorbed by the in- 
crease of industry and the expan- 
sion of production. And it may 
be that their imposition will so 
handicap industry, and therefore 
production as to hinder or prevent 
the expansion that the country 
must have if it is to carry its large- 
ly increased burdens, To ‘the ordin- 
ary citizen it would seem that it 
would have been wiser to have 
provided for absolutely necessary 
increases in railway revenues by 
increased rates graduated as the 
railways themselves have always 
graduated their rates having re- 
gard to the proportion of weight 
to value, the length of haul, and 
the part played by each commad- 
ity or class in the economic life 
of the country. A flat increase of 
such large amount as 35 and “40 
per cent. is a radical departure 
from all railroad practice and 
principles as worked out during 
past years. It cannot be made 
without serious disarrangement of 
of the national ability to produce, 
especialy for export. The treat- 
ment of coal is an acceptance of 
the principle that heavy essentials 
of low bulk valut should have 
greater consideration than articles 
of lighter ‘tonnage and greater 
value. The treatment of coal is 
the exception, where it should 
have been the rule. A pound of tea 
pays the same increased freight 
rate as a pound of wheat. The 
tea is worth say 50 cents and the 
wheat three or four.
